AFTER FORTY YEAHS. 


K.BNNARD'8 ESCAPE. 


The Thief who Stole J. C. Lake's 


Horse at Liberty. 


Readers of the REPUBLICAN will recall 


the fact that a few years ago J. U. Lake 
had a fine horse stolen from his farm in 
Moultrie county, near Lovington, and 
that Mr. Lake spent considerable time 
and money in the attempt to capture 
Eennard, the robber. 
He was followed 


by Mr. Lake to Hannibal and Qninoy 
and other points, and finally the fellow 
was caught and taken to Sullivan by Ex- 
Marshal Mason. 
He got a sentence of 


24 years, and was sent to the penitentiary 
at Chester. He recently escaped from 
the penitentiary and is now tit liberty. 
The manner of Kennard'e escape, in part, 
is thus told by the Sullivan News: 


Officer Williams went along the gallery 


in the prison cell house he asked Ken- 
nard, who had been complaining, how he 
felt, A voice from the interior of the 
cell replied, "All right; I'll go to work to- 
morrow." The officer finished hie count 
and reported all O. K., but next morn- 
ing, Eennard, a horse belonging to Dr. 
Benson, physician at the insane asylum, 
and a enit of citizens' clothes belonging 
to to the store-shed foreman,were missing 
and it looks like all three had gone to- 
gether. Bnt how did he escape is the 
conundrum and as yet it has not been 
solved. It is supposed, however, tbat 
he escaped before the convicts were look- 
ed in their cells for the night and that 
his cell-mate replied to the officer's ques- 
tion, impersonating Eennard in so doing. 
Eennard will be remembered here. 
He 


is five feet, ten and one-half inches high, 
weighs 175 pounds and is dark oomplex- 
ioned. His eyes are greenish hazel while 
his hair is brown. He has several soars 
on his head and hips, the result of fre- 
quent fights. The horse he stole to aid 
him in his escape is a three-year-old bay. 
The prison officials offer fifty dollars re- 
ward for his return, while Dr. Benson 
offers forty dollars for the horse and ten 
dollars for the thief. In 1889 Eennard 
was found guilty of stealing a horse 
from James C. Lake, of Lovington, and 
received a sentence of twenty-four years 
at the term of the circuit court.

They have an opin- 
on of the attorney-general that they can 
ease ground for a period as long aa 99 
ears, and erect buildings thereon for 
tate fair purposes. They wish the city, 
•here the fair will be located, to give 
hem one hundred acres of ground, and 
oan them 850,000. They have 830,000 
r 840,000 made in Peoria in their treas- 
ury, and they think this amount with the 
oan named will enable thnm to erect the 
ecessary buddings. Col. Warner, who 


was very active in endeavoring to secure 
he State fair for Peoria when its per- 
manent location was before the Legiela- 
ure last spring, and the bill locating it 
n this city passed the House, but failed 
n the Senate, does not believe that the 
State Board has the right to locate the 


itate fair permanently, and he declares 
hat all the members of the Senate and 
he Honse hooted at that idea, they con- 
ending that that right is alons vested in 
he Legislature. Col. Warner very much 
lonbte whether, if the board does go 
head and locate the fair permanently, 
heir action will stand. He thinks the 
Governor and the Legislature would 


robably render it null and void and that 
he Governor might go so far as to dis- 
iand the board if they attempt to carry 
at the proposed Eoheme. If a city were 
o buy and donate land, and loan money 
or a fair and the buildings were to be 
reeled or commenced and then the Gov- 
ruor or Legislature, either one or both 
f them, would step in and annul the 
whole proceeding, tbe city, as well as the 
" oard, would be placed in a pitiable 
light. Thus far no atep has been taken 
n this city towards securing the State 
air at the hands of the board.

This Prominent Springfield Attor- 


ney Passes Away. 


SPBINOPIELD, Sept. 15— Milton Hay, 


the venerable and respected attorney died 
at 4 p m to day 
He had been in poor 


bxsalth some time and tbe end was not 
uneipeoted 
Mr Hay was born in Fay- 


ette county, Kan , July 3 1817 moved 
to this city with his family in 1832 
He 


studied law with Abraham Lincoln, was 
admitted to the bar in 1842, ar.d formed 
a partnership for practice with Ed D 
Baker, of Pittsfield 
Later Mr Baker 


was B U. S senator from Oregon 
When 


the state capital was removed here, Mr 
Hay became a repoiter on the Sangamo 
Journal 
He soon returned to Pittsfield 


and resumed law practice, but in 1858 
came to Springfield and formed a part 
nership with Judge Stephen T Logan, 
who retired from practice three years 
later. Mr Hay then formed a partner- 
ship with Hon. Shelby M Culiom and 
Antonio Campbell, the latter soon re- 
tiring; the partnership with Mr Culiom 
was continued until 1866 
Then Mr. Hay 


united bis interests with those ot John 
M Palmer, continuing until the latter 
WBB elected governor in 1868 
His last 


partners were Henry 8 
Greene and 


David T Littler 
In 1879 he retired 


rom business 


Mr. Hay was never an office seeker,bat 


held several appointive positions under 
the state 
He waa a very conservative 


man, but was public spirited and chari- 
table. 
He leaves B large fortune in- 


vested in improved city property and ex- 
cellent farm lands.

This is the golden or fiftieth anniver- 


sary of the history of the church, and it 
is made a time of jubilee and rejoicing. 
Of the twelve original members only 
three are living. They are Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Bead, widow of Dr. Bead, David 
Brett and Lemuel Allen, the latter com- 
ing from Missouri to attend the services. 


Last evening a preparatory service 


was held in the ohapel in connection 
with the prayer meeting. Every chair 
WBB occupied, and the pastor, Bev. 0. E. 
Torrey, led the service. Kev. Fred. G. 
Thearle, of Ohioago, and Kev. Geo. B. 
Vcsbnrgh, of Elgin, former pastors, were 
present. Both spoke feelingly of the 
past, the present and the future. The 
first five and the last four verses of the 
92d Paalm were read by the paator in 
opening tbe service of "Remembrance 
and Gratitude," and he offered appropri- 
ate comments and remarks. He was fol- 
lowed with brief talks by Deacon Thoe.

The pastor, Bev. 0. E. lorrey, gave a

gins in Decatur with occabioo'il reunions 
services held as early as 1843 bj> Bev. n. 
W. Dodge, who was then pastor of tne 
ohurch at Springfield. Tue result of 
these meetings was th» conversion of ten 
or twelve persons, all of whom were bap- 
tized in the Hangaraon river, becoming

January 22, 1847, it 
waa voted to hold communion service 
once in two months. 


At a time when the churoh waa pastor-

In November, 1856, his salary 
was raisod to $600. He retired May 20, 
1858, after serving four years and five 
months.

Rev. B. Thomas was oalled Sept. 15, 


1858. He remained until Sept. 1,1860. 
Samuel O. Allen was the first sexton, as- 
suming his duties in December, 1858, 
without pay. Brother Allen was mar- 
ried in 1858. Bro. George Wood (now 
dead) WBB elected a deacon Feb. 3,1859, 
From January 1, 1859, the pastor's sal- 
ary was made $1,000. 
Rev. S. G. Miner was called Feb. 21, 


1861, and was granted leave of absence

Bev. F. M. Ellis, of 


Baltimore, Md., sent a touching bene- 
diction, and alluded to the time when he 
was pastor of the church. W. J. Wayne, 
now in Chicago, sent a telegram; "Success 
be with you, George B. Vosburgh, and 
the ohurob jnbilee." 


All standing Bang hymn No. 58. 
Under the head of "Old Ohurch at 


Work," Mr. E. A. Gaatman spoke on the 
Sunday school. He said the Sunday 
school in the church in early days was 
that of tradition largely. In various 
times along in 18-44 ap to 186(1 reports 
were made to the ohurch association. 
From this statistics of early Sunday 
schools were quoted. In the years men- 
tioned the attendance ran from 30 to 75, 
He came into the Sunday school in the 
fall of 1860. M. Y. Givl°r was superin- 
tendent. Of older superintendents he 
only found the names ef Captain Allen 
and Deacon George Wood. Mr. Givler 
WES just leaving then. G. F. Weasels 
was elected. Few people now realize 
how much he did for this ohnroh. For 
25 yenre, through pleasant and unpleas- 
ant times, he waa in his place. He 
bought the organ that is now used with 
his own money, and the church did 
not pay him for it for years. He never 
lost heart. The speaker thought in the 
churoh there should be a tablet to Mr. 
Weasels' memory. A man who atood by 
him was Eiohard Liddle. Other men 
came. There was O. N. Bramble, Mr. 
Beemer, FranK W. Anderson. He was 
enthusiastic. For two years the ambi- 
tion of his heart was to see the attend- 
ance 200. He never reached it as super- 
intendent. After him came J. E. Sax- 
ton and W. J. Wayne. The records tell 
us that two or three times the attend- 
ance has gone over 330. Certain names 
aopear in the records through long pe- 
riods of years. One is the Jenniaon, 
The future concerns us. Brother Hoi- 
man is now superintendent. He would 
be glad to have all take hold. The 
ohurch has a membership of GOO. 
It 


ought to have a Sunday school attend- 
ance of 100. Of all the influences that 
build up the church nothing is so pow- 
erful as the Sunday school. 


Bev. F. G. Thearle here endorsed fully 


all that Mr. Gafitman had said of Geo. 
F. Weesels. 


I, N. Martin, jr., spoke on "The Young 


People." The society WBB organized in 
1887, and now has a membership of over 
100. Miss Stevens was the first presi- 
dent. 


On "The Woman in Missions," the 


paper written by Mre. Estella Jenieon 
was read by Mrs. James Freeman.

waa stated that at the close of a prayer- 
meeting service in 1878 the pastor pre- 
sented Mrs. Scott, a returned missionary 
from Assam, whose object was the forma- 
tion of this society. That was done and 
these officers were elected: Mrs. TeBB- 
dale, president; Mrs. Inman, vise-presi- 
dent; Mrs. K. Harwood, secretary and 
treasurer. During the pastorate of Mr. 
Laws the society was a great success and 
much was learned about missions. In 
1882 a mission band was organized and 
much aotive work was done. Since 1884 


he society hsa sent to the 
foreign Missionary Society of 
8350, the largest amount at any one yeu 
leing 875, the preoent year.

Money Withdrawn from a Bank During 


the Recent Stringency the Bait that 


Tempted the Murderous Rob- 


bers to Do the Deed.

horrible tragedy occurred in Harrison 
township, this county, twelve miles 
south of this city, Monday night. The 
entire family of Benson Wralton were 
most horribly butchered. 
James A. 


Stone, a neighbor, wenttothe Wralton 
residence yesterday morning to inquire 
as to the health of" Mr. Wralton, who 
had been ill for several weeks. 
The 


front doors being locked, he proceeded 
to the back door, Here a most ghastly 
sight met his gaze. Lying upon the 
floor in a puddle of blood lay Mrs. 
Wralton, wife of Denson Wralton. He 
rushed to the nearest neighbor and re- 
lated the shocking news. 


Several neighbors accompanied him 


to the house, and there found matters 
even worse than they had anticipated. 
They quickly rushed into an adjoining 
room and there lay the father and hus- 
band dead. He had been very sick oi 
typhoid fever for several weeks. In 
the same room were found the three 
children, two of them dead and the 
other so injured that she cannot live. 


One of the children killed, a little 


boy, was but 3 years old, and his little 
sister, who was beside him cold in 
death, was but 11. 


A visit to the front room showed 


that the same devilish work had beet 
done there also. In this room slept 
Mr. Wralton's mother aged 08. She 
was laying on the floor dead. Her lefl 
hand completely cut off and the right 
lor jken. Each of the murdered people 
has a deep gashed place in their fore 
heads with the exception of the 11 
year-old girl who was struck on the 
back of the head. 


The old lady is said to have had con- 


siderable money in the house, having 
drawn it from the bank during the re 
cent money stritgency, and this issaicl 
to lie the eause of the deed. There wa> 
not the slightest ilew to the murderer. 
Blood hounds arrived from Seymour at 
noon yesterday and were put ou the 
trail.
